LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1955. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
is  good. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  was  723.  The  notifications 
of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  numbered  35  for  this  year,  with  3 deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  none  from  non.  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. The  birth  rate  remained  consistently  high  at  18.07  per 
thousand  population  and  the  death  rate  low  at  10.77  per  thousand 
population.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in  this  report, 
this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of  15.40  and  death  rate  of  13.03  for 
all  urban  districts  in  the  county. 


The  diseases  causing  death  in  early  life  are  constantly  diminishing. 
The  statistics  show  that  the  main  causes  of  death  are  cardio- vascular 
disease  between  the  ages  of  50-60  years  and  cancer.  Death  from 
pneumonia  is  an  extremely  rare  event,  owing  to  the  use  of  anti-biotics. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  the  Urban  Area  of  Caerphilly 
i.e.  children  under  1 year  is  35.93  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
figures  for  the  Administrative  County  are  33.58,  and  for  England  and 
Wales  24.9.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate,  i.e.  for  children  under 
four  weeks  is  22.72  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  County  and  17.3 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County 
Laboratories,  Cardiff. 

39  Water  Samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analysis,  5 Ice-Cream  Samples  and  samples  from  the  Nelson 
Sewage  Works  effluent.  Of  the  milk  samples,  26  were  submitted 
for  general  examination  and  26  samples  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  in  one  case  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  during  the  year. 

FOOD  AND  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area, 
the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water 
Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority  of  the  Taff  Fechan  Water 
Board.  The  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Rhondda  and  Ystrad 
fodwg  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large  part  of  the 
area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  after  strong  representations  by  the  Council, 
the  British  Railways  provided  a water  supply  to  13  houses  known 
as  Barry  Cottages,  Pwllypant.  The  water  supply  previously  was 
from  one  water  stand  pipe.  All  were  connected  with  taps,  wash-hand 
basins  and  gully  traps  to  the  main  drain. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  still  remain  polluted  owing  to  the 
activities  of  Colliery  Washeries.

Two  Samples  of  Soda  Water  were  found,  under  analyses,  to 
be  devoid  of  Sodium  Bicarbonate.  Proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  Manufacturers  resulting  in  absolute  discharge  in  each  case  on 
the  payment  of  £\  4 Od.  Advocate’s  Fees,  £2  5 Od.  Analyst’s  Fees 
4/-  Costs  and  15/-  Witness  Expenses. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (MUNICIPAL  and  PRIVATE) 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  are  presenting  no  difficulties 
in  complying  with  the  regulations  and  no  comment  can  be  made 
upon  the  manner  in  which  they  are  conducted.  The  municipal 
slaughterhouses  have  not  been  used  to  the  extent  that  would  make 
them  an  economic  proposition,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  amount  of 
slaughtering  will  increase  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  22  Licensed  Slaughtermen  in  the  area.

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GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
Sewage  Works. 

It  is  a matter  for  comment  that  the  effluent  has  been  satisfactory 
for  very  many  years  and  in  its  small  way,  the  working  is  obviously 
most  satisfactory,  despite  the  fact  that  in  recent  years  the  load  there 
has  been  doubled. 


During  the  year,  19  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  placed 
their  ejector  at  our  disposal.  This  was  proved  most  valuable. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to 
obtain  at  least  a water  closet  for  each  house.  Sometimes  the  sharing 
of  such  accommodation  causes  strife  and  during  the  year,  a new 
water  closet  was  provided  for  No  1 Bwl  Road,  Nelson  and  two  at 
No.  3 and  No.  5,  Mill  Road,  Caerphilly,  and  1 at  11  Tabor  Street, 
Taffs  Well. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area,  used  extensively 
by  the  public  and  school  children,  namely,  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Pool,  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analyses,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  of  the 
Municipal  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory.  The  chlorination  is  so  controlled,  that  there 
is  always  a satisfactory  residual  amount. 

The  analyses  of  the  Llanbradach  Pool  cannot  show  the  same 
standardised  result,  but,  nevertheless,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory 
and  many  minor  alterations  necessary  in  chlorination  have  been  carried 
out  in  this  Swimming  Pool,  under  the  direction  of  your  Inspectors. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Area  is  now  completely  undertaken  by 
your  Surveyor’s  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the  few  cottages 
at  Cwmheldeg,  Nelson. 
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It  is  most  satisfactory  that  the  Council  tipping  arrangements 
are  highly  controlled  and  present  no  problems. 

But  it  is  a matter  for  comment,  without  hope  of  remedy,  that 
the  Pontypridd  Urban  District  Council  are  still  tipping  refuse  at 
Penrhos  tip,  which  is  often  on  fire  and  causing  serious  nuisance  as 
it  has  done  for  many  years  to  the  people  of  Trecenydd.

Two  temporary  dwellings  were  vacated  during  the  year 
reducing  the  number  to  71. 

The  importance  of  demolishing  the  temporary  wooden  shacks 
referred  to,  is  brought  into  keener  focus  when  it  is  realised  that  in 
January,  1955,  two  persons  were  burned  to  death  in  a bungalow  at 
Pontygwindy  Fields. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  statutory  obligation  was  placed  upon  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  present  a five  year  plan  for  slum  clearance  and  the 
following  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  on  the  19th  July,  1955 
and  was  adopted  on  the  27th  September,  1955. 

Unfortunately,  lack  of  alternative  suitable  housing  accomm- 
odation has  prevented  any  real  implementation  of  the  report  to  date. 
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The  report  on  houses  in  your  area  to  be  condemned  in  the 
next  five  years  and  due  for  presentation  to  you  in  August,  1955,  is 
herewith  issued  for  the  Council  Meeting  of  19th  July,  1955,  at  the 
request  of  the  Housing  Committee. 

The  Housing  Act  of  1936,  lays  down  certain  standards  by 
which  houses  may  be  condemned.  The  main  items  are  :- 

(a)  Polluted  or  absent  water  supply. 

(b)  Sewage  disposal  so  inefficient  as  to  be  a danger  to  the 
public  health. 

(c)  Permanent  dampness. 

(d)  Lack  of  through  and  through  ventilation. 

(e)  Lack  of  washing  facilities  and  food  stores. 

(f)  Decayed  wood-work  in  temporary  dwellings. 

It  is  on  these  lines  that  the  following  recommendations  have 
been  made,  but  I would  be  glad  if  the  Council  would  realise  that 
sub-standard  housing  on  the  grounds  of  age  or  unsatisfactory  arrange- 
ment of  rooms  are  not  sufficient  grounds  to  condemn. 

It  is  further  proposed  to  divide  the  condemned  houses  into 
five  groups  ; those  for  condemnation  (a)  1955-56,  (b)  1956  - 1957, 
(c)  1957  - 1958  ; (d)  1958  - 1959,  (e)  1959  - 1960.

Many  of  the  occupants  of  the  above  scheduled  premises  are 
applicants  to  become  connected  to  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board 
mains.  If  this  is  done  and  if  water  supply  is  the  sole  grounds  of 
present  condemnation,  the  position  will  be  altered  and  there  may  be 
some  revision.  It  would  appear  that  there  are  a very  few  premises 
not  scheduled  in  the  first  group  that  should  be  placed  there.  Due 
regard  has  been  taken  to  an  old  tenant  living  alone.  If  such  premises 
should  become  vacant  before  the  period  suggested,  they  will  be 
immediately  condemned. 

It  might  occur  to  Members  that  there  are  permanent  structures 
on  the  Caerphilly  Mountain  without  a water  supply  which  it  has 
not  been  thought  fit  to  condemn.  However,  the  prospect  of  a mains 
water  supply  within  the  next  five  years  to  these  premises  is  very  bright.

It  is  again  worthy  of  comment  that  the  year  1955  is  a record 
year  since  details  have  been  available  of  the  death  rate  from  tuber- 
culosis of  the  lungs  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  reason 
for  this  is  obvious  to  Members  of  the  Council  who  have  enquired 
from  month  to  month  in  the  Health  Committee  as  to  the  reason  for  it. 
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The  number  of  cases  notified  does  not  diminish,  but  this  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  being  diagnosed  and  today,  tuberculosis 
is  not  a killing  disease. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

During  the  year  1955,  the  Council  thought  the  duties  of  the 
Shops  Inspector  could  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Your  Inspectors  did  all  they  could  without  putting  in  the  night 
work  and  Sunday  work  required  by  the  statutory  obligations  to  be 
carried  out  under  the  Act,  and  the  Council  should  realise  that  with 
the  best  intention  in  the  world,  their  obligations  under  the  above 
Act  have  not  been  efficiently  carried  out.
